Local A. F. of L. Unions 
Consider Half-Day's Pay 
For Benefit of Red Cross 


All trade unions of the AFL in 
Alameda county have agreed to as- 
sume the initiative in soliciting 
their members’ contributions to the 
American red cross war relief fund. 
The decision was reached at meet- 
ings of the central labor council 
and the building and construction 
trades council. 

In making known the results of 
the meeting with respect to con- 
tributions to the fund, James H. 
Quinn, president of the building 
and construction trades council, 
stated: 

“We are convinced that the war, 
which grows more intense every 
moment, means an_ increasing 
threat to our own families, homes 
and property. 
tage may momentarily bring havoc 
into our midst. Men and women of 
organized labor are uniting in sup- 
port of the red cross war relief 
fund as one means of combating 
disaster on our own doorsteps.” 

G. A. Silverthorn, secretary-treas- 
urer of the central labor council, 
explained that among some of the 
unions affiliated with the organiza- 
tion, some of the crafts and trades 
overlap. 

“In some instances where this 
situation occurs,” he said, “we are 
asking management to assist in the 
solicitation in order that there may 
be no conflict in achieving our goal. 
We are recommending to our affili- 
ated unions that they endeavor to 
line up their memberships 100 per 
cent on the half-day’s pay dona- 
tion.” 


JOB INSURANCE PAYMENTS 
INCREASE IN 30 STATES 


Paul V. McNutt, federal security 
administrator, reported that job- 
insurance payments increased in 
|30 states during November, reflect 
ing unemployment due to priorities 
and curtailment orders and tem 
porary lay-offs in plants retooling 
for war production, plus the normal 
seasonal declines in many fields 
However, decreases in such pay 
ments in the other 18 states more 
than offset the increases, and job 
insurance disbursements for the 
whole country dropped in Novem- 
ber to a new low of $21,066,400

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C.C. C. Has Trained 665,000 Men 


For National Defense Employment 


An aggregate of 665,000 young 
men, war veterans, Indians and 
territorials have received training 
useful in national defense in civil- 
iam conservation corps camps since 
President Roosevelt declared a lim- 
ited emergency in May, 1940, James 
J. McEntee declared in a report to 
Paul V. McNutt, federal security 
administrator. 


Mr. McEntee listed the following 
numbers of men in some of the 
types of jobs available in CCC 
camps, the men having received 
training in such jobs over the last 
eighteen months: 


Operators of tractors, 
power shovels, drag lines, air ham- 
mers, crushers and other heavy 
equipment, and maintenance men— 
83,524.

Building construction men (in-

courses in such subjects as motor

An aggregate of 
64,652 have been enrolled in these 
courses. 

Of the 665,000 men enrolled in the 
corps over the eighteen- month 
period, 100,000 left the corps to ac- 
cept private jobs or to enter the 
armed forces prior to completing

The average age of junior en- 
rollees was 1844 years, and about

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Roosevelt Pleads For Fair Deal To 
Alien Workers In This Country

President Roosevelt appealed to 
employers not to discharge work- 
men because they are aliens or for- 
eign-born citizens, revealing that 
he is “deeply concerned” about this 
growing tendency. He pointed out 
that the sons of some of these “for- 
eigners” may be fighting at Pearl 
harbor or in the Philippines. 

In a special statement issued 
from the white house the president 
deplored the practice of discharg- 
ing workers sometimes only be- 
cause they have foreign-sounding 
names, calling it “as stupid as it is 
unjust.” He said such practices 
were un-American and played into 
the hands of the Nazis. 

Informing his press conference 
of his proposed appeal, which was 
made after consultation with At- 
torney General Francis Biddle, the 
president urged that it receive the 
widest possible publicity. 

The president’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“I am deeply concerned over the 
increasing number of reports of 
employers discharging workers 
who happen to be aliens or even 
foreign-born citizens. This is a 
very serious matter. It is one thing 
to safeguard American industry, 
and particularly defense industry, 
against sabotage; but it is very 
much another to throw out of work 
honest and loyal people who, except 
for the accident of birth, are sin- 
cerely patriotic. 

“Such a policy is as stupid as it

PENNSYLVANIA JOBLESS 
AID LAW IS HELD VALID 


The supreme court upheld the 
constitutionality of Pennsylvania’s 
unemployment compensation law 
enacted by the state legislature in 
1936. Since its enactment $185,- 
000,000 has been accumulated for 
workers who lose their jobs. The 
case was carried to the supreme 
court by a manufacturer in York, 
Pa., who contended that the law, 
which requires employers to pay an 
unemployment compensation tax 
on earnings of employes, violated a 
clause in the federal constitution 
against taxing interstate commerce. 
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is unjust, and on both counts it 
plays into the hands of enemies of 
American democracy. By discharg- 
ing loyal, efficient workers simply 
because they were born abroad or 
because they have ‘foreign-sound- 
ing’ names or by refusing to em- 
ploy such men and women, employ- 
ers are engendering the very dis- 
trust and disunity on which our 
enemies are counting to defeat us. 

“Remember the Nazi technique: 
‘Pit race against race, religion 
against religion, prejudice against 
prejudice. Divide and conquer!’ 

“We must not let that happen 
here. We must not forget what we 
are defending: liberty, decency, 
justice. We cannot afford the eco- 
nomic waste of services of all loyal 
and patriotic citizens and non-citi- 
zens in defending our land and our 
liberties. 


“I urge all private employers to 
adopt a sane policy regarding 
aliens and foreign-born citizens, 
and to remember that the sons of 
the ‘foreigners’ they discharged 
may be among those who fought 
and are fighting so valiantly at 
Pearl harbor or in the Philippines. 


“There is no law _ providing 
against employment of aliens ex- 
cept in special defense work of a 
secret nature, and even in such 
work the employer may hire an 
alien with the permission of the 
army or navy, depending on the 
contract.” 


MARITIME WAR EMERGENCY UNIT NAMED; 
CONSIDERS WAR RISK INSURANCE, BONUS 


dent by the maritime labor confer- 
ence on December 19, is empowered 
by agreement reached by employ- 
ers and employes in the American 
merchant marine to settle differ- 
ences that may arise between sea- 
going personnel and operators of 
American merchant ships. It is 
also to establish war areas and de- 
termine a proper uniform basis for 
payment of war-risk insurance on 
the lives of crew members and war 
bonuses to be paid to crews on 
ships operating in the war areas. 

The board will meet, under the 
chairmanship of Captain Macauley, 
to consider testimony and evidence 
presented in hearings on war bonus 
payment. Announcement recently 
was made that its decision will be 
retroactive to Sunday, December 7, 
1941, the date of the Japanese at- 
tack on Pearl harbor, and that war- 
risk insurance in the amount of 
$5,000 per man has been effective 
since December 22. 


The maritime labor conference

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Wage Boost And Vacations Awarded 


To Teamsters By Mediation Board 


Pay increases of 10 cents an hour 
and four-tenths of a cent a mile 
were awarded by the national de- 
fense mediation board to 50,000 
truck drivers in twelve mid-west- 
ern states. 

The board also ordered six-day 
annual vacations with pay in set- 
tling a controversy between the 
American Federation of Labor In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
asters and the Central States Em- 
ployers, negotiating committee of 
Chicago. The dispute was submit- 
ted to the board on November 18 
for arbitration. 


In agreeing to submit the dispute 
to the board, the teamsters’ union 
called off a strike threatened for 
Wovember 15 which would have af- 
fected about 225,000 employes of 800 
trucking concerns in Michigan, 
Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska 
and Kansas. 

William H. Davis, board chair- 
man, said a six-man panel had 
voted the award unanimously and 
that it would be retroactive to No- 
vember 16, the date the old con- 
tract expired. Under terms of that 
agreement, basic pay for the team- 
sters was 
three cents a mile. The new agree- 
ment will run for two years. 

The dispute was the _ second 
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80 cents an hour and} 


largest, in number of men involved, 
ever to be certified to the board, 
and was the most important in 
which the disputants had agreed 
previously to accept the board’s de- 
cision as final. 


It was just before Thanksgiving 
day that President Daniel J. To- 
bin of the teamsters notified Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that the union was 
willing to submit the dispute to 
the board. The president replied: 


“You express to me the spirit of 
fair play and patriotism which I 
have always believed existed in the 
hearts and minds of American la- 
bor and unionism. What a fine 
Thanksgiving it would be for all 
if leaders in other fields of labor 
would but follow your example.” 


Strike Ban Established 
By Blacksmiths’ Union 


President Roy Horn and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer William F, Kramer 
of the international brotherhood of 
blacksmiths laid down a rigid “no- 
strike” policy fer the entire mem- 
bership in a letter sent to all locals. 


“There positively must be no 
strikes in any industry working 
even in the most remote way on 
products for the defense of our 
country,” their letter warned. 

“When differences take place be- 
tween our members and their em- 
ployers, our members must remain 
at work, and we will use the ma- 
chinery that our government pro- 
vides for that purpose, to settle 
them. 

“We now have a real job, that of 
defeating our enemies and seeing 
to it that liberty is preserved, not 
}only for us but for future genera- 
tions.”

No doctor was ever 
around to examine him for the 
flash, nor had he been taken care 
of by any but attendants, who, it 
is doubtful, were even male nurses. 

3efore George left work on De- 
cember 17, his eyes felt as they did 
after a flash. About ten o'clock 
that night they began to water, and 
on awaking the next morning 
found his eyes full of pus. He went 
to the company’s doctor, Crawford, 
who in turn sent him to the Uni- 
versity of California hospital where 
he was treated by Dr. Michael 
Hogan. He was given three x-ray 
treatments, his eyes were washed 
for about a week, and at regular 
intervals two different prescribed 
salves were applied 


He stated that his eyes were still 


blurry and that he could not see 
clearly enough to read. Still under 
the .doctor’s care he has not 
worked since the 17th of December 
About the 2list of December large 
pouches appeared under his eyes 
which swelled and pained him ex- 
crutiatingly. Lumps found in back 
of both ears and at the end of the 
jawbone, indicating the effects on 
the glands located there. The lumps 
remained about a week. With the 
use of tea bags, George stated, he 
took the swelling out by himself 

As the other witnesses took the 
stand they revealed similar testi- 
mony, and it was made plain that 
in practically all cases foreign ob- 
jects had been removed from their 
eyes and that cuts and abrasions 
preceded the setting in of the in 
fection. 

A driller, Cancila, reported that 
after his eyes had become terribly 
inflamed the attendant at the first 
aid station washed them and re 
ferred him to Dr. Crawford, who 
declared it to be a bad case of 
flash. He explained further that 
the men have a wash basin at the 
company where the water comes 
out of spouts by pressing a pedal 


with the foot, but that the men 
have to regulate the hot or cold 
water flow with their hands, and 
that no towels are furnished to 
dry the hands. 

Some of the applicants also 
brought out that once one eye 


was affected it invariably spread to 
the other and that it was highly 
infectious. Anderson, a_ welder, 
echoed the belief of the other ap 
plicants for compensation when he 
stated that he had caught the 
malady at the plant, and that this 
was corroborated by hundreds of 
other men with whom he had dis- 
cussed it at the University of Cali- 
fornia hospital. It was also the

Business Profits, First 9 Months of 1941 


Aggregate net profits of 600 industrial, mercantile, and 
public utility companies for the first 9 months of 1941 were 
approximately $569,000,000, or 44 per cent larger than for the 
similar period of 1940. The profits of these companies were 
also more than twice as large as in 1939, and 28 per cent larger 
than in the first 9 months of 1937. 

With the exception of 62 public utility companies, which re- 
corded slightly smaller profits, and the 5 cigar-manufacturing 
companies, whose profits remained unchanged, all of the 
groups of industries included in the sample compiled by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York reported larger profits in| 
the first 9 months of 1941 than in the comparable period a year | 
ago. The outstanding increase was recorded by the 137 class I | 
railroads. Their 1941 combined net income of about $360,- 
000,000 was almost 6 times as great as recorded for the first 9 
months of 1940. Four large motion picture companies more | 
than doubled their combined last year's earnings. 

Substantial increases in profits were also recorded for sev-| 
eral groups of industries heavily engaged in the production of | 
military equipment and supplies. These advances in profits 


} 


amounted to 44 per cent for the industrial machinery and | 
accessory companies, 36 per cent for the iron and steel group, | 
and 28 per cent for the 13 automobile companies included in| 


the sample. 

A number of industries, on the other hand, showed but small 
profit increases r the year. These industries included] 
advertising, printing, and publishing; chemicals; and | 
paper products; stores, and textiles.

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continuance or further hearings 
will usually be granted unless very 
good cause is shown therefor. Good 
cause is usually based upon matters 
beyond the control of the applicant, 
and is not the failure to have avail- 
able at the hearing the necessary 
evidence when the same _ could 
have been made available by the 
proper diligence of the injured 
worker. The decision for continu- 
ance rests solely with the commis- 
ion itself, 

The industrial accident commis- 
sion does not act as attorney or 
agent for the injured employe. It 
simply acts as judge or referee de- 
ciding the issue presented, on the 
hand by the injured worker, 
and on the other hand by the in- 
surance company’s lawyer. 
Whenever you are not sure of 
ur ground, contact your secretary 
or t ness agent, since your union,

of embarrassment in the situation. 
We don’t want to augment them. 
We are not seeking to force the 


issue if there is a chance of suc- 
cess by the more gradual approach. 

Before the outbreak of war, the 
CIO was a million miles away from| 
the AFL. The extent of separation 
has now been materially reduced. 
Each step closer helps. If the CIO 
does not want us to see it take 
these steps, we will obligingly look 
the other way. But at the same 
time, we want to make it clear that 
we are and always have been will-| 
ing to meet it more than half way. 
We are not bashful about it, but 
in the interests of unity we won’t 
try to hurt the other fellow’s feel- 
ings. 

There are certain hazards in the 
situation which we are not over- 
looking, however. Apparently, the 
war has helped to solidify the dissi- 
dent elements in the ClO.
